Supporters of a DREAM Resource 
Center on campus for undocumented 
students staged a rally at the Maxson 
Plaza. Thursday afternoon, imploring 
university officials to act and help them 
receive the support they say they need 
to successfully navigate college life. 

Approximately 65 people came out 
to the event hosted by the La Raza 
Student Association on International 
Worker’s Day. Some carried signs 
reading “undocumented and unafraid” 
and “dream resource center now!” 

The group marched to Brotman Hall 
chanting, “fight for equality...and our 
education!” When they arrived, the 
gates were shut and guarded by seven 
police officers in an effort to keep the 
student protesters out. 

“Currently, undocumented students 
have been lacking the institutional sup- 
port to help them reach graduation in 
a timely manner,” said Erika Suarez, 
an Associated Students Inc. senator-at- 
large and AB 540 student. 

Assembly Bill 540, which was 
signed into law in 2001, allows eligible 
undocumented students to pay in-state 
tuition at public universities, according 
to the Cal State Long Beach Office of 
Government, Legislative, and Commu- 
nity Relations. 

Over the course of four days, La 
Raza was able to obtain 485 signatures 
in support of a DREAM center, accord- 
ing to members of the organization. _

Cal State Long Beach students from 
Grupo Folklorico Mexica banded to- 
gether Saturday night in the University 


Theatre to dedicate their “Musica de 
mi Tierra” performance to former 
member Genesis Espericueta, who 
died on April 20 after a five-year bat- 
tle with lupus. 

There were roughly 80 people in 
attendance for the performance that 
raised $496 from ticket sales. Accord- 
ing to the group’s Facebook page, they 


plan to donate the majority of the pro- 
ceeds to the Espericueta family and a 
portion to a lupus foundation. 

The troupe featured female danc- 
ers wearing colorful skirts while male 
dancers wore handkerchiefs over their 
foreheads, cowboy boots and used 
machetes as props. They performed 
traditional Latin American dances 
from the Jaranas, Marimbas, Jarabes, 
Huastecas, Polkas and Sones regions 
of Mexico. 

CSULB Spanish major Carolina 
Zepeda and choreographer Miguelan- 


gel Ortiz helped direct the routines, 
according to a program for the event. 

Freshman liberal studies major Jack- 
ie Santiago was one of Espericueta’s fel- 
low dancers and said it was a privilege 
for her and the other dancers to perform 
at CSULB. She said Espericueta was the 
“oreatest person you can ever meet.” 

“She always had a smile on her face 

.. and she was so welcoming,” San- 

tiago said.

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Guest speaker from UC Berkeley discusses language anxiety 


Professors and 

students share what 
makes them anxious 
in language classes.

Learning a foreign language can be 
challenging, but many times those chal- 
lenges are a direct result of anxiety that 
can have adverse effects on the student’s 
ability to learn. 

Taghreed M. Al-Saraj, a post doc- 
toral fellow at University of California, 
Berkeley who specializes in foreign lan- 
guage anxiety, came to Cal State Long 
Beach on Thursday to discuss language 
anxiety in the classroom, which she 
said she experienced first hand while 
teaching English to Arabic-speaking 
students. 

Approximately 30 people attended

the lecture, titled “One Size Does NOT 
Fit All When it Comes to Foreign Lan- 
guage Anxiety,” in the Academic Ser- 
vices building. 

“We should always enjoy the pro- 


cess of learning a new language,” she 
said. “There is a negative relationship 
between foreign language anxiety and 
achievement.” 

Al-Saraj developed an Arabic Foreign 


Language Anxiety Questionnaire, which 
is tailored for Arab language learners 
and designed to help pinpoint sources of 
anxiety within that community. 

“Teachers can administer AFLAQ to 
students at any time during the semester 
to track their progress,” Al-Saraj said. 
“It allows you to see what exactly is 
causing the anxiety amongst students, 
and it allows teachers to adapt different 
strategies.” 

She was quick to point out, however, 
that the questionnaire is specific to Ar- 
ab-speaking students and will not work 
effectively if translated to a different 
language. 

Al-Saraj said students with foreign 
language anxiety sometimes fall into 
avoidance behavior, such as a student 
who skips class because they don’t want 
to feel pressure or anxiety to perform. 

“From my research, I’ve discovered 
that some physical symptoms of foreign 
language anxiety include strong head- 
aches and a buzzing sound inside the 
student’s head that prevents him or her 
from hearing what the teacher is say- 
ing,” she said. 


During the presentation, Al-Saraj di- 
vided attendees, which consisted of stu- 
dents and instructors, into small groups 
to discuss what makes them anxious 
when leaning a new language. Each 
group was given a large sheet of paper 
to write down their thoughts, and they 
wrote down things like “being called 
on” and “embarrassed of accent” as 
sources of anxiety. 

“My ambition is to make teachers 
aware of what makes the students anx- 
ious and what to do in order to avoid 
that,” she said. 

A group of professors in attendance 
were also asked to write down what 
makes them anxious when teaching for- 
eign language students, and they wrote 
down things like “unexpected ques- 
tions” and “lack of patience for slow 
students.” 

Al-Saraj earned her PhD from the 
Institute of Education at the University 
of London in 2011. She also earned her 
bachelors and masters degrees from the 
University of Miami. She is the first 
Saudi female post-doctoral researcher 
at UC Berkeley. 


B.E.A.C.H. inspires high 
school students to pursue 
higher education

More than 40 teary-eyed Cal State 
Long Beach and high school students 
shared their emotions as they talked 
about their role models Saturday at the 
Becoming Educated Adolescents Con 
Hermandad event, a conference meant 
to motivate high school students to get 
a college education. 

The event was hosted by Hermanos 
Unidos de Long Beach, a CSULB cul- 
tural organization aimed at motivating 
young Latinos to advance into academic 
scholars, community leaders and young 
professionals. 

Rodrigo De Avila, a coordinator and 
founder of the event, said he reached out 
to several high schools in and around 
Long Beach, including Wilson High 
School and Jordan High School.

Some members of Hermanos Unidos 
de Long Beach and Hermanas Unidos 
de Long Beach, the female version of 
the group, brought their siblings to the 
event, said De Avila, a senior criminal 
justice major and co-chair of Hermanos 
Unidos. 

“Our members understand the need 
of exposing high school students to 
higher education in our communi- 
ties and therefore are inspired to help 
younger students achieve success,” De 
Avila said. 

At the event, which was started by 


De Avila last year, students were able to 


attend 10-minute-long workshops about 
time management, leadership and peer 
pressure. Hermanos Unidos de Long 
Beach member and a senior communi- 
cation studies major Billy Torres hosted 
the workshops, which were followed by 
panel discussions. 

“These workshops are vital to lower 
income students,’ Torres said. “They 
don’t have mentors but we are provid- 
ing that extra help they need. Also to 
show them that their goals can be ac- 
complished.” 

Motivational speaker Ramsey Jay Jr. , 
who originally inspired De Avila to be- 
gin B.E.A.C.H., also spoke at the event. 

“Two years ago, I attended a confer- 
ence out in UC Santa Barbara hosted 
by the [Hermanos Unidos] guys. That’s 
when I got the chance to meet Ramsey 
Jay Jr., where he told me that I will im- 
pact the world,” De Avila said. “Then I 
began B.E.A.CH. to reach out to high 
school students and motivate them to go 
to college.” 

Jay Jr. used the “Three Ps” — pos- 
sible, probable and predictable, as his 
main outline for his speech and gave at- 
tendees pointers on how to work toward 
their dreams, including “if you don’t 
hear no, you are aiming to low,” and 
“you got to do the work to get it.” 

“My goal was to encourage [them to] 
recognize the power they have and have 
them realize they have the possibility to 
make them reality,’ Jay Jr. said. 

Several students broke into tears as 
they talked about their role models and 
motivators. 

“This is one of the many motivational 
talks I’ve given in which several of the 
teenagers break down and show their 
emotions,” he said. “It was very power- 
ful and very impacting for all them to 
support one another. 

The event concluded with high school 
students getting a tour of campus. 

Paramount High School student Jose 
Prado, a sophomore, attended the event 
after his cousin told him how it would 
benefit him. 

“This event helped me out and in- 
spired me to start something new with 
my life,’ Prado said.

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The group’s goal is to have a center 
built and ready for use by spring 2015, 
much like the one that Cal State Ful- 
lerton opened last month. Fullerton’s 
Titan Dreamers Resource Center is the 
first of its kind in the Cal State Univer- 
sity system. 

In an effort to draw support, a num- 
ber of students shared their personal 
journeys with those in attendance, 
many doing so for the first time in pub- 
lic. 

Students, such as Miriam Hernan- 
dez, expressed frustration with the lack 
of help-on campus. 

“When I first got to Long Beach, I 
couldn’t apply for a lot of things,” she 
said. “I felt a lot of discrimination and 
fear that I was going to be judged be- 
cause of my situation.” 

CSULB Interim President Donald 
Para addressed the group, empathizing 
with many in attendance. 

“My father, who was an Italian im- 
migrant, never became a citizen of this 
country,” Para said. “And, as much as 
he wanted to go back to visit his family, 
he couldn’t because he was afraid that 
he wouldn’t be able to get back in this 
country.” 

However, Para did not give a con- 
crete timetable if and when a center 
would open, saying only that the deci-

sion would be left to incoming presi- 
dent Jane Close Conoley. 

“We are going to do something 
by the fall semester to begin to ad- 
dress your issues of needing to have 
[someone] that you can talk to who is 


an expert on [AB] 540,” he said to at- 
tendees at the event. “A person who can 
give you the kind of information that 
you need and who can share with you 
scholarship opportunities and other 
ways that you can fund your educa- 


tion.” 

Last Tuesday, Para met with a group 
of AB 540 students to address issues 
about the accessibility of resources on 


campus. Conoley also participated in 


the meeting via Skype.

Viky said they followed Genesis’ 
footsteps in dancing. 

“Genesis loved dancing,” Biviana 
said. “Even in her condition ... she was 
always working really hard.” 

They said it was a dream of Genesis’ 
to see the group perform on a big stage 
on campus. 

“It’s [sad] because we didn’t get to 
share the dream with her, but we know 
that we made her proud.”

question that revolves around the 

morality of capital punishment in the 

U.S. Efforts have been made to “hu- 
manize” the death penalty, but the alarming 
execution of Clayton Lockett in Oklahoma has 
the media and the president questioning the 
modern lethal injection. _ ; 

On April 29, Lockett faced mortality in the 
McAlester death chamber, but it wasn’t the 
lethal injection that caused his death. Lockett 
apparently died from a massive heart attack 
about 40 minutes after the injection. Reuters 
reported that the heart attack resulted from . 
the new “lethal injection cocktails” used for ~ 
execution. 

MSNBC reported that President Barack 


Obama said he is deeply troubled by the events _ 


in Oklahoma; although he still supports the 
death penalty, he is re-evaluating the imple- 
mentation of capital punishment. 

We are startled by Lockett’s botched execu-

tion, as the media has taken to calling it. It’s 
easy to think that lethal injection procedures 
are the “humane” way to conduct an execu- 
tion, but that might be because we aren’t in the 
chamber, watching the needle, seeing death 
face to face. 

Regardless of how executions are 
implemented, the end result is the same: a 
convicted criminal dies. It is probably just 
more comforting for uninvolved Americans 
to think that lethal injections are a sophis- 
ticated alternative to hangings and electric 
chairs. 

Since Lockett apparently suffered for an 
extended amount of time, from the beginning 
of the procedure until long after the projected 
time of death, we must discuss the possibili- 
ties of cruel and unusual punishment that this 
incident has brought to the surface. It may be 
that there is no way to execute someone in a 
humane manner. 

“We believe that a vein was blown and the 
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drugs weren’t working as they were designed 
to,” said Jerry Massie, a state corrections de- 
partment spokesman, according to Reuters. We 
would fully support an evaluation of capital 
punishment procedures as a means for produc- 
ing tangible change in the execution process, 
although that may not be enough to satisfy our 
alarm. 

Reports indicate that 13 minutes after the le- 
thal injection was administered, Lockett lifted 
his head and started moaning in pain. The doc- 
tor called to stop the execution, however the 
damage was already set in Lockett’s system, 
and he was left to wait for death in agonizing 
pain. 

Despite recent reports from Obama, 
and lawmakers’ efforts to “humanize” the 
execution process, we believe that Lockett’s 
case only proves that execution.can never 
be “humanized.” Criminals are sentenced to 
capital punishment on the certainty that their 
crimes warrant death. Is it unfair to assume 
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that a crime deserving of death was inhumane? 
Probably not. 

“Lockett was found guilty of conspir- 
acy, first-degree burglary, three counts 
of assault with a dangerous weapon, 
three counts of forcible oral sodomy, four 
counts of first-degree rape, four counts 
of kidnapping and two counts of robbery 
by force and fear,” according to Associ- 
ated Press in August 2000, after his trial 
ended. Perhaps he didn’t die the way the 
law specifies that he should have, but he 
died nonetheless. 

What is the point of discussing the short- 
comings of this particular execution? Lockett 
was a convicted criminal, and under the law he 
should have died — and he did. 

Rather than concerning ourselves with how 
to ensure that capital punishment is humane, 
which it clearly isn’t, we would like to em- 
phasize the purpose of the death penalty as it 
stands in American law. eee

“After we go to the bathroom, can we go 
smoke a cigarette? I really need one, but first: 
Let me take a selfie,” are a few lyrics from the 
song “#Selfie” by The Chainsmokers. 

“#Selfie” hit the radio in January and has 
since been an unforgettable tune. “Selfie” 
was even deemed word of the year by 
The Oxford Dictionaries in 2013, and just 
this past December, celebrity hunk James 
Franco published an article in the New York 
Times praising the power of selfies. So, 
what is it about this word that makes it such 
a big deal? Why is it so relevant to today’s 
generation? 

According to Yahoo!, approximately 880 
billion selfies will be taken this year, and in 
December of last year, 40 million posts alone 
incuded “#selfie” under their tags. 

James Franco wrote in his article that for 
celebrities, the selfie “has value regardless 
of the photo’s quality because it is ostensi- 
bly an intimate shot of someone whom the 
public is curious about. It is a prize shot that 
the paparazzi would kill for, because they 
would make good money; it is the shot that the 
magazines and blogs want, because it pulls the 
readers close to the subject.” He also claims 
that the non-celebrity selfie is “the new way to 
look someone right in the eye and say, ‘hello,

this is me.” 

Although Franco makes a valid point, he 
doesn’t address the vulnerability behind selfie 
posts. 

According to The Telegraph, children and 
young age groups are now “developing inap- 
propriate self awareness at a much earlier age 
... When they fail to attract the desired atten- 
tion or approval, this can damage their self 
confidence.” z 

Users will edit their images with pho- 
toshop, spend a ridiculous amount of time 
choosing a filter and stare at their phones after 
posting an image just to see how many likes 
they can acquire within a few minutes. The 
process is summed up by The Chainsmokers 
lyrics. 

“Can you guys help me a pick a filter? ... I 
wanna look tan. What should my caption be? 
... Lonly got like 10 likes in the last five min- 
utes. Do you think I should take it down? Let 
me take another selfie.” 

Let’s face it: a selfie is just a narcissistic way 
to show off a pretty or handsome face, not the 
qualities or what someone is truly capable of. 

Social media has made it okay to feel and 
believe that the world revolves around a single 
person. Twitter and Facebook allow users to 
post rants and thoughts about things that have

contributed to their day and as many images 
that are exclusive to their world as they like. 
Celebrity and TV-personality Kylie Jenner 
was even dubbed the “Selfie Queen” for having 
more than 451 selfies on her Instagram in an 


“article from Digital Marketing Ramblings, 


an online website that tracks the latest digital 
marketing stats and trends. 

The selfie concept has turned into a stage 
where most people don’t bother to educate them- 
selves on what’s going on politically or economi- 
cally and people would rather spend their time 
receiving compliments from strangers who can 
view their photo by clicking on the “#selfie.” 

Not all hope is lost in this selfie nation, 
however. Franco wrote that “selfies are tools of 
communication more than marks of vanity... 
The selfie quickly and easily shows, not tells, 
how. you’re feeling, where you-are, what you’re 


doing.” 

If the majority of people took the time to 
implement change and positive messages when 
posting images of themselves, selfies could 
potentially be worthwhile. — 

For example, fitness guru Sophie Gray, a for- 
mer model, has well over 84,000 followers on 
Instagram. She posts selfies in which she wears 
no makeup, with captions encouraging others 
to not “allow the opinions of others to hold you 
back from being your beautifully unique self.” 
If the selfie is a “tool of communication,” it’s 
time to turn it into a positive force. 

Social media is a platform that can uproot 
a. significant amount of change if we take the 
time to motivate and inspire others instead of 
simply promoting ourselves on the Internet.

After a semester of creativity and 
planning, BA design students’ blue- 
prints have finally materialized. 

The Panoply Design Show is the final 
hurdle for more than 70 design students 
who were enrolled in the BA Senior 
Project class. The show will be curated 
by senior design students featuring proj- 
ects ranging from furniture pieces to 
high-concept, interactive productions. 

After five months of research, cri- 
tiques and panels, a group of faculty 
members handpicked 19 seniors out 
of the 70 in the class to display their 


crowning masterpieces: The selected 
students will present their works to in- 
dustry professionals and designers out- 
side of campus, who will comment on 
their work. 

“TA panoply] is collection of things 
so impressive due to the quantity and 
diversity that make up the compiled 
work,” said Branigan Black, show Cap- 
tain the head coordinator of Panoply. 

Each of the students created pano- 
plies of their own through works that 
were both functional and artistic, some 
with a “green” purpose and others just 
innovative and creative. 

Branigan invented a new bottle to 
package Teavana’s line of ready-to-drink 
teas aimed at the millennial generation. 

“No one is really interested in going

out of their way to recycle,” he com- 
mented. 

Branigan’s concept is made of starch 
plastic and soy-based ink, making the 
bottle completely biodegradable. The 
packaging also employs thermo-chro- 
mic plastic that will react and change 
colors to the drinker’s warm hands. The 
innovative lid also uses a pressurized 
air canister to deliver shots of natural 
sweetener allowing consumers to con- 
trol the taste of their tea. 

Another student, Phillip Huynh, 
whose design emphasis is in furniture, 
created “Fragment.” His project is a 
modular furniture system, which is in- 
tended to be a strong and lightweight 
shelf system that can hold magazines, 
clothes and vinyl records, and fold flat 


when not in use. 

“Tt has an industrial feel to it, but 
the uses are endless,” Huynh said. “A 
larger scale version could be used in 
classrooms as cabinets, but I intended 
it for people living in small spaces like 
apartments,” he added. 

Unlike industrial or interior design 
majors, the BA design program allows 
students to explore the design world 
and find their own path. 

“The degree is flexible to the in- 
terests of each student,” said Jennifer 
Cadieux, the public relations captain 
for Panoply. “We were able to develop 
a project that suits our design style and 
exemplifies our strengths.” 

Cadieux project, “Trapezium,” is a 
concept intended to engage the audi- 


ence’s senses and shape their concert 
experience. “I love experiencing music 
and going to festivals, but I thought the 
stages were lacking,” Cadieux said. 

She created a series of interactive, 
moving structures, which would use pro- 
jection mapping to paint the sculpture 
with awe-inspiring images and graphics 
that move in sync with the music. 

“When you create art, you speak a 
language not caring who understands 
it, but designers have to speak a lan- 
guage that people are going to under- 
stand and use,” Cadieux said. 

The Panoply Design Show will be 
open to the public from 9 a.m. to 4 
p-m, through Thursday in the Duncan 
Anderson gallery located in the Design 
Building.

Doubt... or confusion? 


A student thesis project attempts to 
materialize social issues.

The lights went down in the Beach Audi- 
torium just a few minutes after 8 p.m., the 
promised starting time of the attempted ad- 
aptation of the Pulitzer Prize winning play, 
Doubt: A Parable. 

The show was directed by Jay Dent, a Cal 
State Long Beach senior theatre major as 
part of her thesis for the University Honors 
Program. The auditorium went dark, and 
what came next was puzzling, to say the 
least. 

If “giving a voice to the underdogs,” 
which is what Dent is “all about” according 
to the LB Press Telegram, means throwing 
together a rag-tag show with better artistic 
design than acting ... job well done? 

The CSULB Theatre Arts Department 


- typically produces shows that rely on much 


more than a confusing array of overdone 
stage makeup, distracting lighting and 
cliché costumes. Doubt had three official 
show times, a runtime longer than the de- 
partment’s weekly showcase performances, 
which are also primarily student-run, but 
typically of higher quality. 

In other words, the show didn’t exactly 
merit a five-out-of-five star ranking. To 
delve into the explanation of that conclusion 
further would compromise the intense spirit 
of the production, the director and her 25- 
page thesis, which will most likely be held 
under a harsher light during the grading 
process. 

The production aside, Dent created a 
particularly fascinating concept. It may be 
that her thesis was not made clear through 
the show itself, but the spirit of the cast, the 


encouragement of the rather sizeable audi- 
ence, composed of primarily family and 
friends, and Dent’s closing words conveyed 
an underlying sense of inspiration and hope. 

Dent not only produced this show, she 
also founded the Black Actors Union on 
campus, and tied that to her production by 
casting primarily minority students in the 
various roles. She chose to adapt a play, set 
in the Bronx in 1964, which revolves around 
a fiery nun’s suspicion that a priest has mo- 
lested the first black student to attend their 
Roman Catholic elementary school. 

The CSULB “scooter twins,” Joseph and 
David Lee were among the actors, playing 
roles that pitted them against each other as 
a “good angel” versus “bad angel” duo. This 
was a rare experience as the twins are typi- 
cally 100 percent identical from extreme 
Mohawks to stylish footwear, as they ride 
through campus on blue, motorized scoot- 
ers. : 

Although Dent’s thesis was unclear, a 
dialogue between the nun and the black 
student’s mother may have been the clos- 
est guess to Dent’s intended argument. The 
scene raised questions about racism, ho- 
mophobia and the hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church. If Dent could have concentrated on 
seeking answers to those questions over the 
course of the show, and lost some of the “the- 
atricality,” the project may have been more 
sophisticated. 

A free show is a free show — you get 
what you pay for. Dent is a motivated young 
person, with a group of supporters who ad- 
mire and adore her. As she stage-dove into 
the arms of her cast and crew after her clos- 
ing words, it became clear that the show it- 
self was not the point. The true art surfaced 
in the form of trust amongst every member 
of the production. It was a trust far beyond 
any mention of doubt.

squeaking out the 1-0 victory on a warm Fri- 
day night. 

The lone run of the game came on two 
groundouts after a Richard Prigatano double. 
That was more than enough for Dirtbag starter 
Andrew Rohrbach, who tied his career high 
with nine strikeouts in his second complete 
game shutout of the season. 

“Just attack,’ Rohrbach said of his game 
plan. “Attack attack attack. I was able to get 
ahead of guys. [This win is] big for momentum 
and it’s big against these guys.” 

Titans ace Thomas Eshelman took the tough 
loss despite hurling a 79-pitch complete game. 

The Dirtbags then clinched their first series 
win against Fullerton since 2008 with a 5-0 
victory on Saturday. 

The Dirtbags got off to a good start, put- 
ting up two runs in the first inning. They 
added three more, which were more than 
enough for senior Josh Frye. Frye, whose 
personal 30-scoreless inning streak came 
to an end last weekend, kept the Dirtbags’ 
streak going during his eight innings of 
work. 

Frye’s eight innings of shutout baseball low- 


_ ered his ERA to .97. Logan Lombana came on 


in the ninth inning and kept the Titans off the 
board, extending the scoreless innings streak 
to 39. 

“It feels great,’ Frye said. “It’s great to 
know that our whole staff is coming together, 
basically giving us a chance to win every time 
we go out there whether we score one run or 
seven runs.” 

Saturday’s shutout victory gave the Dirtbags 
a pair of team records. The 39-consecutive 
scoreless innings streak was a team record, as 
was their fourth straight shutout.

gave them 10 on the season, which is not only a 
school record, but also a Big West record. 

Sunday marked the fifth straight shutout at 
Blair Field. Unfortunately for the Dirtbags, 
this time they were on the scoreless side of the 
6-0 loss. 

Nick Sabo gave up the run in the third after 
a walk, a single and a sac fly gave the Titans 
their first run of the series. That run snapped 
the scoreless streak at 41 innings. 

Sabo gave up two more in the fifth. The first 
three Titan batters singled to start the inning, 
the third of which drove in a run and chased 
Sabo from the game. Ty Provencher came in 
and got two quick outs, but gave up a pinch-hit 
single to Davi Olmedo-Barrera for the Titans 
third run of the game. 

The Dirtbags bats went quiet, failing to get 
anything going off Titans starter Grahamm 


Wiest. Wiest came into the game with a de- 
ceiving 2-4 record, but a stellar 1.67 ERA. He 
lowered it by throwing his own complete game 
shutout, only needing 95 pitches to defeat the 
Dirtbag batters. 

The Titans tacked on a couple of insurance 
runs to give them the 6-0 victory, avoiding 
getting swept by the Dirtbags for the first time 
since 2002. The two teams split six games this 
season, each winning two of three at home. 

“We have a lot of respect for them,” head 
coach Troy Buckley said. “It’s our job to get 
the rivalry back to where it needs to get back 
to.

Cal Poly sours 
final home

In front of raucous, sold out crowds at the 49er 
Softball Complex, the Long Beach State softball 
team saw its offense stifled and mowed down 
by Cal Poly’s star freshman pitcher. The 49ers 
weren’t just swept, they were beaten convinc- 
ingly by a conference opponent that looked more 
confident and in control than them. 

Despite leading the Big West at 13-2, the 49ers 
(36-16) knew they were facing a tough opponent 
in Cal Poly (31-18), who have the most dominant 
pitcher in the conference in Sierra Hyland. Hy- 
land set the tone in game one, tossing a complete 
game in a 4-0 victory. 

“We could not get a key hit to get any kind 
of momentum going,” head coach Kim Sowder 
said. “Credit [Hyland]. She did a heck of a job. 
Good pitching beat good hitting this weekend.” 

Sowder said she thought her hitters were be- 
ing too impatient, trying to fix everything with 
one swing. 

“You gotta make the pitchers work and have 
more discipline,” Sowder said. “We didn’t make 
any adjustments at the plate. I thought we were 
chasing some pitches off the plate. We talked 
about it, but you gotta be able to get in the box 
and do it.” 

The 49ers’ offense had only one extra-base hit 
all series, a double by Ashlynn Booker. In fact, 
there was a nine inning stretch between games 
one and two on Saturday where they were held 
scoreless. 

“Tt’s been coming easy to us. We’ve been scor- 
ing a lot of runs each game,” shortstop Shayna 
Kimbrough said. “But this series, it was frustrat- 
ing because we couldn’t even get runners in scor- 
ing position and we just didn’t come through.” 

Hyland was in the circle for the third game of 
the series, and it was more of the same from the 
right-hander. She threw another complete game, 
another dominant showing in a 3-0 victory. 

“[{Hyland’s] a good pitcher,’ Kimbrough said. 
“We struggled in all three games, and I was just 
trying to start something. Get on base so my 
teammates could move me over and score me. 
It was tough.” 

“Once we were getting down we all started to 
get down on ourselves and not have any confi- 
dence, so that made it tougher,’ Kimbrough said. 

Before the game, the 49ers honored their sev- 
en seniors: Erin Jones-Wesley, Karli Sandoval, 
Sarah Carrasco, Hannah De Gaetano, Ashlynn 
Booker, Cya Neal and Loni Tyler. 

Jones-Wesley spoke on some of the emotions 
that were running through her as she finishes up 
an outstanding career. 

“TIt’s] a little bittersweet. We’re not done 
with season, so that’s not part of the bitter part,” 
Jones-Wesley said. “But it’s the last time on this 
field. We’ve had a lot of great games on this field. 
A lot of really good memories, especially with 
all seven seniors. It’s been a good ride.” 

Second baseman Cya Neal echoed teammate 
Jones-Wesley’s bittersweet sentiments. 

“Tt’s exciting to move on to the next phase of 
our lives,” Neal said. “But at the same time it’s 
unfortunate we’re gonna leave our friends and 
family behind here on the field. It’s sad playing 
for the last time out here.” 

Despite getting swept in the final home series 
of the season, Neal focused on the positives. 

“T don’t think it’s disappointing. We still have 
a whole weekend left, we had a great confer- 
ence,’ Neal said. “We did our best. Every time 
we were out here we played together as a team. If 
anything we keep our head high.” 

The 49ers will now shift their attention to UC 
Santa Barbara, their final opponent of the season. 

“We know we have to win all three if we want’ 
to win the championship,” Sowder said. “That’s 
the only guarantee.”
